A Rood water supply Is vital to 


the operation of a farm. Palmer 
points out. Modern day farming 
general!) requires more w a t e r 
than was needed before the days 
of milk coolers, bath rooms and 
automatic dish washers. T h u s , 
many wells which once provided 
the farm family with plentv of 
water no longer are adequate. 


Dug wells, common on farms for 
years, are being replaced by drilled 
wells, the engineer 
notes. 
T w o 
reasons why, he says, are that dug 
wells may fail in dry weather since 
they are dependent on a 
water 
table within about 40 feet of the 
surface, and dug wells are more 
subject to contamination 
• • • 


IN THE PAST a common diame­ 
ter for drilled wells has been 4 
inches. Nowadays. Palmer says, 
farmers should consider 6 inches 
as a minimum diameter. A 6-inch 
well, the engineer points out, will 
store about twice as much water 
as one 4 inches in diameter, provid­ 
ing the depth is the same. Drilled 
wells should have at least 25 feet 
of water-tight casing. 
Before drilling a well palm e r 
•uggests you contact the state or 
county health department to de­ 
termine if water beneath the site 
you have chosen is likely to be 
contaminated. 
Health 
authorities 
also should 
test the water before you s t a r t 
using it. Wells should be located. 
Palmer says, on ground that 
is 
higher than any possible sources of 
contamination, and a safe distance 
from such sources. Surface water 
should be diverted from the well 
for a distance of 50 feet by grading 
or filling, and the well cover and 
casing should be waler tight. 


Thinning Vegetates 


In Garden Pays Off 


Usually crops like l»eet . carrots, 
radishes, and turnip' are sown too 
thickly in the home garden, says 
C. Wittmeyer, O h i o State Uni­ 
versity extension horticulturist 
This is understandable since 
ll is difficult to sow small seeds 
thinlv enough to eliminate hand 
weeding, he points out. Thinning 
Is net es „ry 
with 
root crops, 
time crowding will cause small 
roots that usually are misshapen- 
ed. 
Plants should be ’ inned when 
they are small, Wittmeyer advises 
'.lie job is easier if the soil is 
moist so that the extra plants can 
be pulled out easily 
Turnips should be thinned before 
their tap mots become fleshy They 
need 3 inches between plants for 
best development Radishes on the 
Other hand, can be left in ground 
until those that ar* to he thinned 
are large enough lo eat. unless they 
have been seeded very thick 
In 
such a case, thinning should be 
done early. 
Surplus beet plants can be pull 
ad when they are 4 to 5 inches tall 
and used for greens, Wittmeyer 
suggests Beets should have 3 inch­ 
es between plant 
Carrots should be thinned early 
and allowed Mi s t a n d I inch 
apart. Eater, 
alternate carrots 
can be pulled and used. 
Ordinarily it is not necessary to 
thin lettuce, peas Swiss chard and 
similar cops However, thinning let 
tuce at harvest will help produce 
high quality lettuce for a longer 
period, Wittmeyer says.

•uggests' you ask yourself t h e s e 
questions: Is it properly protected 
from, contamination? Is 'Ike water 
of good quality with a minimum 
concentration of undesirable min 
erais? Does it yield enough water 
tor your present needs? Will its 
neld be adequate in dry 'periods’? 
A good w ater supply is vital to 
the operation, of a farm,. Palm er 
'points out. Modern, day farming 
generally requires more w a. t e r 
than was needed before the days 
of milk coolers, bath rooms and 
autom atic dish w ashers. T h u s, 
many wells which once provided 
the farm family with plenty of 
w ater no longer are adequate. 
Dug wells, common on farm s for 
years, are being replaced by driUed 
wells, the engineer 
notes. 
T w o 
reasons why, he says, are that dug 
wells may fail in dry w eather since 
they are dependent on 
a 
w ater 
table within about 40 feet of the 
surface, and dug wells are more 
subject to contam ination.

IN THE PAST a common díame* 
ter for drilled wells has been 4 
Inches. Nowadays, Palm er says, 
farm ers should consider 6 inches 
as a minimum diam eter. A 6-mch 
well, the engineer points out, will 
store about twice as much w ater 
as one 4 inches in diam eter, provid­ 
ing the depth is the sam e. DriUed 
wells should have at least 22 feet 
of w ater-tight casing. 
Before drilling a well Palm e r 
suggests you contact the state or 
county health departm ent to de­ 
term ine if w ater beneath the site 
you have chosen is likely to be 
contam inated.

Usually crops like beet>. carrots, 
radishes, and turnips are sown too 
thickly in the home garden, says

h is difficult to sow sm all seeds 
thinly enough to elim inate hand 
weeding, he points out. Thinning 
is necesi^ry 
with

To check pheasant losses in hay 
fields Davis recom m ends a simple 
device, called a flushing bar, which 
is mounted on the front of he tra c ­ 
tor. It can cut in half the losses- of 
hen pheasants and young birds. 
The flushing bar, Davis says, is 
easy to make, easy to mount and 
remove, and it will not interfere 
with mowing. It consists of 2Aá.inch 
steel pipe 8 feet long to which 8 
flexible drop cables are attached. 
Weights fastened to the cable ends 
drag on the ground ahead of the 
cutter bar. flushing hen pheasants 
which may be on the nest... 
The device, D a v i s explains, 
is not designed to save the nest, 
but if the hen is saved, there is a 
fair chance she will m ake another 
nest, this tim e in a fence rovr or 
small grain field where her chan 
ces of surviving and raising a 
brood are Octter. 
Plans for making a flushing bar 
are available at county agents’ of­ 
fices. They include 
specifications 
for mounting on popular m akes of 
tractors.

Strawberry Plants 


May Have Root Rot 


Strawberry plants that are not 
doing well this tim e of year may 
be infected with red stele root rot, 
says B. F. Janson, Ohio State Uni­ 
v e r s i t y extension plant pathologist 
Symptoms of red stele are m o s t 
obvious when 
plants 
come 
into 
bloom and berries are setting. 
B a d l y infected plants 
a r e 
dwarfed and wilt as soon as soil 
moisture gets the least bit low. 
The disease is most prevalent in 
low. poorly drained areas. 
The best check for the disease. 
Janson says, is to dig suspicious 
plants and slice the roots so as to 
expose the central core of the root. 
If this core or stele is red or brown 
the roots are infected. This dis­ 
coloration will disappear w h e n 
warm w eather arrives. 
There is no cure for red stele. 
Diseased planting 
should be de- 
-troved 
New plantings should be 
made in clean soil where straw ­ 
berries have not been grown be­ 
fore 
Janson suggests planting in 
soil that has not received drainage 
or run-off w ater from a previously 
infested straw berry 
planting 
He 
advises the use of resistant varie 
ties whenever possible. 
Temple. Sparkle. Fairland. R e d 
Crop, and Vermillion are varieties 
that are resistant to the most com­ 
mon strains of the fungus. How­ 
ever. infected Tem ple and Sparkle 
plants have been found in a few 
locations in Ohio. Only one variety. 
Stelem aster, is resistant to a l l 
known strains of the fungus, Ja n ­ 
son says.

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Party Telephone Lines And Emergencies 
In Washington C. H. a n d throughout 
Fayette County occasionally complaints 
are heard about some subscribers on par­ 
ty telephone lines who stubbornly hang 
onto the instrument for an unreasonable 
period of time and deprive other people, 
who have urgent use for it, of the oppor­ 
tunity to use it. 
Seldom, however, do we hear < if people 
refusing to give u ; use of a party line 
when some one asks to use it for an emer­ 
gency. 
In this state there is legislation on the 
statute books to prevent people from in­ 
sisting on continuing a party line conver­ 
sation when some one calls in to use it for 
an emergency. 
The Ohio law provides, under penalty of 
fine or imprisonment or both, as follows: 
“No person shall willfully refuse immedi­ 
ately to yield or relinquish the use of a 
party line to another person for the pur­ 
pose of permitting such other person to 
report a fire or summon law enforcement 
agencies, ambulance service, medical, or 
other aid in case of emergency, No person 
shall ask for or request the use of a party 
line on the pretext that an emergency 
exists, knowing that no emergency exists. 
An “emergency” means a situation in 
which property or human life is in jeopar­ 
dy and in which summoning of prompt aid 
is essential.” 
The matter of satisfactory use of a par­ 
ty telephone line depends largely upon the 
willingness to cooperate between users of

There seems to be a running 
debate on academic freedom, a 
term which when translated into 
accurate English means the right 
of a teacher to hold on to his 
job.

It is to be noted that professor 
Barger says nothing about char­ 
acter, moral conduct on and off 
the campus, suitability to asso­ 
ciate with the young mind. The 
phrase, “fitness to teach,” is not 
a helpful one because it is am ­ 
biguous. Is a man fit to teach, 
*>r instance, who knows his sub­ 
ject but is drunk when he comes 
to classes? Is a man fit to teach 
who has the highest academic 
reputation but who is also a 
lecher, chases pretty girls and is 
in a constant brawl with h i s 
wife? 
It used to be very simple. The 
president and 'the board, of trust­ 
ees of a university decided such 
questions That is harder to do 
these d a y s , because teachers 
have tenure and they are banded 
together in. a union which shouts, 
“ Academic F reed o m ?”' at the 
tiroo of a phrase. In fact profes­ 
sor Barger, in this same speech, 
is reported to have said that a 
teacher s academic competen c e 
should be judged by his peers, 
namely, the faculty. In. a word, 
only teachers may decide what 
happens to teachers. What about 
tfse trustees of universities or the 
parents of students? 
In this -connection, it is inter­ 
esting to quote from, the British 
Socialist, R. H. S. C r o s s ma n , 
who wrote: 
“ Having spent my life before 
the war as an academic, during 
the war as an expert and since 
then as a politician and a journa­ 
list, I have come to two c o n- 
clusions: first, that political wis­ 
dom has very little to do with 
formal education and that char­ 
acter is a much more important 
element in it; than either knowl­ 
edge or quickness of wit 
It is a very interesting point 
and reminds me of an episode 
•ears ago when I travelled about 
lecturing people on this and that. 
There was a lady chairman at 
one pía e v ho always gave an 
elaborate dinner at her h o m e 
preceding the lecture and who 
always took pains to impress up­ 
on me he was only a business­ 
man. So one year. I thought I 
would play a trick on her.. I. 
made inquiries about the husband 
and his business and discovered 
that in his field he was respeot- 
ed. During the several years that 
I came to this house, he was 
always silent, his wife picking up 
toe conversational ball and run- 
nu g wit:, it hither and yon, ac­ 
cording u the latest book re­ 
views. 
Tiiet-lore on this occasion, 1 
asked the husband, a specif i c 
question in relationship to trade 
and the gold standard— it was 
long ago— and he spoke brilliant- 
1” and authoritatively on what he 
knew. Everybody was interested 
except his wife, of course, who 


had never thought of asking him 
a question. 
The professors might l e a r n 
something from the parents of 
students and even from the old 
aiumni who are not ant:-intdHec- 
tual, as 'the professors pretend, 
but who may even be more ex­ 
pert than their crnstwhile teach 
ers. As Crossman said in h is 
piece: “Education and expertise 
do not make those who acquire 
them proof against self-deception 
or political prejudice. Very often, 
by blunting natural c o m m o n 
sense and inducing arrogance, 
tney actually increase gullibil­ 
ity. . . . 
It is not impossible that Cross- 
man. is correct, because it is like 
economics. The professors and 
experts lay down all the rules 


and laws, but a refugee arrives 
from somewhere in Europe, who 
does not even know 
Languas 
but w'ho somehow discovers all 
the loopholes in our laws and 
regulations and by sheer com­ 
mon sense and flexibility, amas­ 
ses many millions, so many that 
a committee of Congress wants 
to discover how it is being done. 
I do not speak of any one man— 
there are many of them but none 
wear Phi Beta Kappa keys. They 
have not read David Ricardo or 
Adam Smith or Karl Marx or 
Even Johu Maynard Keynes, but 
they know how to put this and 
that together and to operate an 
industry.
